J, suglas, na August 3.—(Special,) 
In the proverbial blaze of glory south 
Georgia’s tobacco market opened in 
22 towns today and approximately 
1,000,000 pounds of the -staple was 
sold by the growers. 

The highest quality of tobacco ever 
grown in the state was offered and 
returns indicate the market . experi- 
enced the most promising opening day 
in its history, prices averaging 20 
per cent higher than in 1925. Rain 
intervened with the volume of leaf 
offered at several points, it is stated, 
though the total sales exceeded offer- 
ings of last year. 

The average price was 23.96 at 
Douglas above 20 cents at Waycross 
and Alma, and around 20 cents at 
Hazlehurst. 

At Waycross early figures showed 
750,000 pounds sold; 60,000 at Alma 
and 400,000 at Douglas. Fine re- 
ports also were received from Tifton, 
Moultrie, Thomasville, Nashville, Val- 
dosta, Blackshear, Fitzgerald, Bax- 
ley, Vidalia and Bainbridge. 

Markets in Douglas, Waycross and 
Alma visited by a party. of Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic officials, 
traveling on a special train, were 
unusually good for the first day.

“T had considerable contact with 
President Wilson during the negotia- 
tions in 1919.” Viscount Cecil contin- 
ued. “And I think we both though! 

We be- 
lieved that it would be an affair of 
slow and probably checkered growth 
I am sure that I did not anticipate— 
and I doubt if President Wilson did— 
that in seven years it would be func- 
tioning with the smoothness and power 
with which it operated today.” 

Strength Is Shown.

Washington, August 3.—()—While 
there was a moderate improvement in 
income from farm production for the 
past season, 1925-26, the department 
of agriculture said today that farmers 
as a class were still at a financial! 
disadvantage to industrial workers. 

“If a conservative interest return is 
allowed on investment, the averag? 
farm family earned $648 for labor and 
management, or $24 more than in the 
preceding year,” the department said 
in an analysis of recei} ts and expenci- 
tures. “Although this figure is con- 
siderably above the very meager earn- 


sion, it is still nearly 30 per cent be- 
low the earnings of 2919-20. 

“Factory wage earners, on the other 
hand, for the past three years have 
earned approximately the same money 
as they did in 1919-20, and have been 
able to buy with those earnings about 
16 per cent more than they could ic 
1919-20, while the farmer with his 
income ras been abie to buy about 
20 per cent less.”

When in the Philippine islands, 
Mr. Firestone, at the request 0 
President Quezon, of the Philippine 
islands senate, investigated the soil 
conditions in the islands. He found 


them especially adaptable to the grow- 


ing of rubber plants. His report so 
impressed the government that he was 
backed by the supreme coyncil to 
make an official report of his inves- 
tigation. In this he ‘recommended 
that the land laws be amended so as 
to permit the holding by foreigners 
of larger areas. 

The report was favorably received 
and the Philippine island legislature 
is now considering the bill to carry 
out the recommendations. | 

“Will you and other Americans de- 
velop rubber plantations there?” he 
was asked. 

“That all depends upon what ac- 
tion the legislature takes on the bill 
to amend the land law.” he replied. 

“Nfindanao has 2.000.000 acres with 
a soil that is very fertile and adapted 
to rubber growing. Less than 10 per 
cent of this acreage would take care 
of the rubber demands of America in 
normal) times.” 

Mr. Firestone explained to the pres- 
ident the bill now pending pro- 
poses that public lands should be 
withdrawn from lease and the appli- 
cant be given two years in which to 
make a survey of the soil and water 
conditions for the purpose of selecting 
the land that is suitable for rubber 
cultivation. After that period the ap- 
plicant is given a lease for 75 years 
at the end of which time the land, 
torether with all improvements ub- 
ber trees, buildings, and schools, re- 
verts to the gcovernment witheut com- 
pensation. The lessee must agree to 
clear and plant to. rubber at least one 
per cent of the leased area within 
two years after the final lease is ob- 
tained. The clearings and plantings 
must be increased at a minimum an- 
nual rate of. one per cent for the 
first 15 years. Failure to carry ont 
the agreement causes forfeiture of the 
land and the opportunity of securing 
land under the proposed vlan is lJim- 
ited to 10 vears in order to stimulate 
the immediate development of the 
rubber possibilities of the islands.

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THE TOBACCO SEASON. 


The Georgia tobacco season offi- 
cially - opened Tuesday, with all 
warehouses reporting full comple- 
ments of buyers, brisk trading and 
satisfactory opening prices. 

The 1926 crop yield will be less 
in gross pounds than that of 1925 
on account of a restriction in 
planted acreage from 70,000 to 
approximately 50,000. But the 
quality is decidedly above the 1925 
average, and the acre yield is 
heavier. 

It is estimated that. with 20,000 
less acres planted the Georgia 1926 
crop will bring into the state from 
$10,000,000 to $12,000,000 in 
cash in the next few weeks, this 
being an excess of from $3,000,- 
000 to $5,000,000 over 1925. 

This will make tobacco and 
peaches the largest actual money 
crops in Georgia outside of cotton, 
although in feed production corn 
and hay both exceed in value all 
commodity production except cot- 
ton. 

Tobacco is a comparatively young 
agricultural factor in Georgia, its 
commerctal production having re- 
sulted as a part of the balanced crop 
program following boll weevil in- 
festation. -It-is on the way to- 
ward one: of the most profitable 
farm activities in the state. Ap- 
proximately 60 counties are now in 
the tobacco belt, and with tobacco, 
cotton, melons, fruits, all grown on 
merchantable scales these counties 
this year are. unusually profitable. 

Tobacco. requires a great . deal 
more than merely growing the 
weed: The “curing” is of the. ut- 
most importance. Also the prep- 
aration of the weed for the breaks. 
These things the Georgia farmers 
are learning. Each tobacco sec- 
tion has a large number of Carolina 
oka growers, who are exzperi- 
enced, who have moved into this 
state. as permanent citizens during 
the past two years. They are of in- 
valuable service in teaching the 
Georgia farmer. 

Tobacco will become one of the 
leading money crops in Georgia on 
and after this season.

| HEALTH TALKS

WET BORIC ACID DRESSING. 
Cuts, scatches, bites, burns, 
abrasions, punctures, and the like, 
decorations for valor in vacation, are 
particularly appropriate introductions 
to “blood poison” or septicemia. 
Every such trifling or minor wound 
should be immediately swabbed or 


painted with tincture if iodin. This 
will smart considerably for a moment. 
Sv will any other antiseptic, sermicide 
Or disinfectant \orth using. As soon 
as the iodin has dried a suitable pro- 
tective dressing, such as a coating of 
flexible collodion if the wound does 
not ooze or bleed; or a carefully ap- 
plied piece of zine ‘oxid adhesive 
plaster which has not been touched 
by fingers where it will come in con- 
tact with the wound. Or if the wound 
is a larger gre: which bleeds or oozes, 
cover it w a pad of sterile gauze, 
never cotton, thickly spread with 
sterile petrolatum or any other 
neutral ointment, , with a thin tayer 
of cotton over it and a bandage. 

In nearly all cases—fireworks and 
toy pistol wougds excepted—the in- 
fection of minor wounds occur from 
subsequent contact with some surface 
which is not surgically clean. Fire- 
works or toy pistol wounds may be 
infected from the powder, cloth or 
paper or street dirt which enters the 
wound at the time of the accident, 
and in some instances this infection 
is far worse than mere blood poison- | 
ing or septicemia; it is tetanus, “lock- 
jaw.” - Tetanus infection may occur 
without any indication of poisoning or 
inflammation about the wound. 

A little boy had a trifling burn from 
firecrackers. ‘This little boy paid no 
attention to his burn. Nothing came 
of it. But when his father cau- 
tioned about the first aid care of just 
such trifling wounds he said he 
thought the boy’s mother usually did 
put some peroxide on. That is just 
make believe first aid. Peroxide isn’t 
worth a hoot as a_ disinfectant or 
antiseptic. Particularly inefficient is 
this spectacular foam produced 
against lockjaw or tetanus infection. 
Peroxide, by its ebullition or foaming 
when it comes in contact with blood 
or blood serum, may as well drive any 
infection more deeply into the wound. 
Peroxide is a delusion and a snare for 
first aid work. 

Not that tincture of iodin- itself is 
adequate to prevent possible tetanus 
infection. The surgeons think it isn’t. 
But there is nothing better for the 
purpose, that is, nothing» which any- 
one except the physician or surgeon 
may safely employ. The routine first 
aid application of iodin, in my opin- 
ion, is enough in any ease. If it is a 
fireworks wound, the attention of the 


digg mae should. be sought as well. 


he immediate application of iodin 
seems to be the best insurance against 
ordinary septicemia. 

When a minor wound does become 
infected the victim knows about it. 
There is pain, redness, swelling; after 
a few hours perhaps red streaks run- 
ning up the arm or leg, with tender 
“kernels” in the armpit or groin; 
them feverislness, headache, chilliness 
or chill. That's septicemia, or blood 
poisoning.” 

As soon as ever the little wound 
begins to feel “sore,” or seems to be 
getting inflamed, it is well to begin 
soaking the extremity in hot water 
containing a teaspoonful of boric acid 
to thé pint. And when you tire of 
the soaking, then apply to the wound 
and the extremity large deessings of 

uze soaked with the same solution.

SECRETARY LIFTS

effective today through the issuance 
of orders to customs agents. At the 
same time the treasury warned the 
agents that the ruling would not ap- 
ply to aircraft “intended for hostile 
purposes or aircraft. of a distinctly 
military type.”

An educated Georgia is more to be 
desired than a wealthy Georgia. Upon 
the intelligence and trained powers 
of the growing generation will de- 
pend the character and standing of 
the state for the next fifty years. 


Education Is Economy. — 

Back in the days when Virginia and 
New. York were about equal in popu- 
lation, Thomas Jefferson publicly 
contrasted the large expenditures for 
public schools in New York with the 

icayune provisions made for them in 
Virginia. In his day, as in ours, there 
were pumpkin-headed politicians rid- 
ing the circuits on the raw-boned 
nags of “economy” and “low taxes.” 

But Jefferson warned his fellow- 
citizens that “If the children are un- 
taught, their ignorance and vices will 
in future life cost us much dearer 
than it would have done in their cor- 
rection.” 

He found the cause of the differ- 
ence between New York and Virginia 
in “the difference their rulers set 
on the value of knowledge and the 
prosperity it produces.” 

He deplored that “people generally 
have more feeling for canals and roads 
than education.” If he were a Geor- 
gian today he would be compelled *> 
deplore like feelings here. 


The Children’s Champion. 

Who, now in Georgia, will have 
the wisdom and the nerve to be the 
children’s champion? Such a states- 
man was never more needed in Geor- 
gia. : 

Many years before he became presi- 


dent of the United States I heard | 


Garfield declare on the floor of the 
congress: “That man will be a bene- 
factor of his race who shall teach us 
how to manage the first years of a 
child’s education !” 

And Phillips, speaking for good 
elementary schooling of the children, 
said: “Without it what is man? 
splendid slave! A reasoning savage!” 

That simple schedule of education 
is all that we are undertaking to 
give the masses of the children of 
Georgia, especially the hundreds of 
thousands in the rural districts, 

But what sort of citizens will come 
out of schools that are forced to “pass 
the hat” through the community for 
donations whenever a well is to be 
dug, a broken window pane replaced, 
or fuel provided for the stoves or fire- 
places? 

Will children education by part de- 
pendence upon such charitable crumbs 
grow up to be liberal. progressive and 
ambitious Georgians? 


No Defense for the Conditions. 

The excuse that we Georgians are 
overtaxed and cannot afford to sup- 
port our rural schools in decent con- 
dition is the biggest chunk of tommy- 
rot that is fed to the blare-eyed voter 
in Georgia. 

We have the lowest tax burden of 
any people in the states in the union 
to my knowledge. It amounts, for 
all state, county, municipal and dis- 
trict purposes, to one and one-tenth 
per cent on the true value of the prop- 
erty of the state, estimated by the 
federal census bureau. 

“Turrible! Awful! Help us, O Dem- 
agogue, or we sink!” 

We have over 8,000 school build- 
ings in Georgia, equipped, and valued 


a $30,000,000, which means an in-| 
vestment of $40 for each pupil: but} 
the larger values ate in the cities and | 
the rural schools are on a largely’ 


pauper basis.

Georgia Trails Away Back. 
Mississippi is the only state in the 
nation with a less school investment 
and on the last tabulation, five years 


ago, only Arizona and Louisiana had/{ 


less percentages of their children be- 
tween 7 and 14 years of age in at- 
tendance at their schools. 

The cost of operating the 8.033 
school buildings in 1922 was $13,- 
505,702, or about $16.81 each. But 
don’t imagine for a moment that each 
school building out in the country 
had so much money allotted te it! 
As a matter of truth, some of them 
operated only a few months of the 
year and did not cost one-tenth of 
$16.81.

A capias charging the baron with 
manslaughter is in the hands of Sher- 
iff H. R. Chase for service, the sher- 
iff announced tonight, but will not 
be served as long as friends ,ef the 
baron are willing to pay expenses in- 
cident to his stay in the hospital.

WILLIAMS IS AHEAD 
IN REELECTION FIGHT. 

St. Louis, Mo., August 3.—(4)— 
George H. Williams, St. Louis, in- 
cumhbent, was leading beth wet and 
dry opponents for the republican nom- 
ination for United States senator for 
short and long terms on the face of 
early primary returns tonight. 

Williams, who has contended that 
prohilition—Missouri’s dominant is- 
sue fa the primary—was not a politi- 
cal question, has eclared himself 
personally opposed to the eighteenth 


jamendment and the Volstead act, al- 


though he strictly is in favor of rigid 
enforcement of the liquor laws. 
Former Congressman Harry B. 
Hawes, democrat, St. Louis, also had 
rolied up a comfortable lead over his 
dry opponent for the two terms when 
early returns had been tabulated. 
Hawes has strongly advocated lim- 
ited modification of the Volstead act.

Trained buy- 
ers follow the auctioneer, look at the 
tobacco, feel of it, estimate its quality 
and submit their bids. The highest 
bidder gets it and all the bidders are 
so accurate in their judgment that 
the successful bidder usually gets his 
batch by a fraction of a cent on each 
pound,

State Expected 
To Rest Today 
In White Trial 


The state is slated to rest its case 
against W. H. White, Jr., on trial in 
Fulton superior court charged with 
embezzling more than $218,000 of the 
concern’s funds, shortly after court 
reconvenes this morning, before Judge 
R. N. Hardeman, of Louisville, who 
is presiding in the absence of Fulton 
county jurists on vacations. 

A. N. Patten, auditor of the con- 
cern and an expert accountant, was 
the first witness to be placed on the 
stand by the state Tuesday. His tes- 
timony tended to show that W. H. 
White, Jr., as president of the com- 
pany, made withdrawals amounting to 
over $300,000 and the effect the with- 
drawals had on the stability of the 
packing company’s business. On No- 
vember 29, 1025, the White Provision 
company owed approximately $770,- 
000, half of which was due the com- 
pany by Mr. White, the witness 
stated. 

Various discrepancies and what he 
termed evidence of overdrafts, “bad 
debts,’’ and some $87,000 as “reserve 
for depreciation” in the books of the 
White Provision company was testi- 
fied to by Mr. Patten. 

Rent Charges. eae 

“Mr. White’s account was credited 
with $22,940 as one entry which he 
had never paid into the company,” 
the witness said. “There were rent 
charges also which the company had 


‘|not paid.” 


“Were there any dividends in 1924 
and 1925,” Attorney Robert P. Jones, 
representing the state. asked. 

“There were not. There were total 
withdrawals in the sum of $328,934.68 
and naturally a company of $1,000,000 
capitalization could not pay dividends 
with such withdrawals from its earn- 
ings. I found a $21,500 credit to Mr. 
White and a charge of the same sum 
to the White Feeding company. There 
was a charge to the White Feeding 
company in the sum of $34,720 for 
which the provision company received 
nothing.” 

“What was the effect of this?” 

“It simply means that the provision 
company gave the feeding company 
$34,720." The state had already 
shown that the White feeding com- 
pany was W. H. White, Jr. 

Broker on Stand. 

W. R. Sims, of a local brokerage 
concern, was placed on the, stand by 
the state in an effort to prove that 
White had speculated in lard, ribs and 
corn futures. Several checks of the 
company mude payable to the local 
brokerage concern were. introduced, 
identified and placed in evidence. 

White kept three accounts with the 
local brokerage firm under the name 
of his private secretary, Mrs. Martha 
B. Dickinson, according to Mr. Sims’ 
testimony. He said that although the 
White Provision company paid part 
down and contracted for future deliv- 
eries from Pinchon company, of New 
York, none were ever made. Mr. Sims 
testified that throughout the negotia- 
tions Mr. White's accounts showed a 
loss. It was.brought out by the de- 
fense that at the time the contracts 
were made that delivery was contem- 
plated. 

Financing of promotion and devel- 
opment work of the White Provision 
company, such as pig clubs, corn clubs 
and general advancement was done by 
Mr. White, according to KE. 8S. Papy, 
vice president of the concern, who was 
a state witness Tuesday. 

Services to State. 

“Tt is a fact that Mr. White built 
up the company out of his own pocket, 
and I don’t suppose the good he did 
the company by advertising and the 
good he did the packing industry, hog 
raising and corn raising of the state 
could be adequately estimated in 
money,” Mr. Papy added. 

“Don’t you know that all of these 
discrepancies came about by ignor- 
ance in the keeping of the company’s 
books?” Attorney Len Conyers, chief 
counsel of detense asked. 

“Yes, that is true,” Vice President 
Papy replied. “There were items 
charged one way and then another, 
and under such a system of books it 
could easily have come about that 
apparent overdrafts could have been 
altogether for the benefit of the com- 
pany. There were overdrafts which 
were, in fact, overdrafts necessary for 
the company, and which are even now 
in fact owing to Mr. White by the 
company. The company owes Mr. 
White the amounts represented by 
these overdrafis,” Mr. Papy declared. 

Assistant Solicitor Ed A. Stephens 
is conducting the prosecution for the 
state while Mr. White is being repre- 
sented by Attorneys Ben Conyers, 
Paul 8S. Etheridge, William Schley 
Lioward and James A. Branch.

“ern Appalachian region have for 
some time been threatened with - be- | 
coming a fad among searchers for book | 
plots; uplifters, more or less respons | 
sible, in education; seekers after folk | 
material inv song; and what-not. 

The victims, as they sometimes are, | 
of all this research—the researchers | 
themselves would prefer to call them | 
beneficiaries—usually suffer it in 
silence, partly because reserve is one 
of the habits of their long isolation; 
and partly®because their contacts with 
so-called civilization have not yet sug- 
gested to them that most popular in- 
door spert of urban people—a letter of 
complaint to the newspapers. 

UT now heat what is going to 

happen: 

For the first time, mountain peo- 
ple themselves are gving to form the 
cast in a motion picture of the life of 
the mountain people. 

No bebbed-haired flapper with a wig 
on, and finger nails highly manicured 
in Hollywood's or Long Island’s most 
effete beauty shop, will imbue Sal, 
the hill girl heroine, with all the vul- 
gar savoir faire of a cafeteria cashier 
belle from a Newark or San Francis- 
co mill neighborhood, 

And Pa and the boys, earning their 
bread from the sweat of their brow, 
over a still that manufacturers the 
most salable product they know of 
from the output of their own corn- 
fields, will look like themselves, and 
not like city bootleggers imported for 
the purpose of the isolation of thie 
pasteboard forests in the heart of a 
movie studio. 

For this new movie play is acted 
by real mountain people, and more 
than that, it has been filmed in the 
deep woods themselves. 

The locale is a virgin forest in 
western North Carolina close to the 
Tennessee line: a virgin forest which 
is being kept so tenaciously intact 
that the great fallen logs to be seen 
in the picture, some of them form- 
ing a dam which is pagt of the me- 
chanics of the drama, nda to be hauled 
~0 miles to the actual scene. No trees 
were permitted to be felled in the 
forest itself, 


Encroaching Uivilicatier. 

UT the human interest is the 

unique thing; the fact that the 
actors are the mountain people them- 
selves, some of whom have probably 
never seen a movie, although the 
forces of progress around them are 
constantly bringing these once buried 
people into ever-growing contact with 
the outside world. 

“They are no longer isolated,” the 
director explained, who is resting now 
in the luxury of Grove Park inn at 
Asheville after a strenuous season of 
roughing it “on the location.” 

‘The spread of the lumber industry 
always farther into the mountains and 
the coal mines opened up during the 
world war to fill the extra need have 
long since forced the sense of the out- 
side world on these so Jong self-con- 
tained people. 

“For that reason, Lucy Firman’s 


book, “The Quare Woman.’ which first 
gave me my idea of gving into the 
mountains first-hand for a_ picture, | 
shows the people as they were, indeed, | 
when she went among them a good | 
yianvy years ago as a teacher, but not | 
as they are now, And yet it is among 
them we must go to find the only 
traces left of pioneer traits, and the 
only practice of pioneer custom. 

“For instance, thev still build their 
cabins without windows, but that is 
not altogether to shut out the ‘dan- 
gerous night air.’ It is tradition that 
a lighted window at night provides too 
good a view of the family within to 
a possible prowler outside with a 
feudal sun.” 


Sources of the Drama. 

T was while he was at work on that 

other phase of pioneer history, “The 
Covered Wagon,” dealing as it,-does 
with the great plains of the west and 
the opening up of an empire, that 
Mr. Brown for recreation picked up 
Mrs. Firman’s story of her teaching 
experience among those other adven- 
turers, who seemed to Jose the wander- 
lust when the hills shut them in. 

His actual material, however, he has 
taken from a book of Professor James 
Watt Raine’s of Berea college, Ken- 
tueky, “The Land of the Saddlebags,” 
which like Mrs, Firman's sketches, is 
derived out of actual living with the 
mountain people. 


A First Kiss, 

I asked Mr, Brown if making ac- 
tors of the mountain people had been 
difficult, and the comic consternation 
in his face was answer enough, even 
before he told of the patience and the 
strategy to get «sired effects, 

But the circumstance that the direc- 
tor wanted above all—that they should 
do only the things they were accus- 
tomed to do and in the manner they 
always did them—had its rewards. 

Their idea of reserve, of modesty, 
has been largely weakened by the sort 
of communal family life which pov- 
erty and limited living quarters have 
forced upon them, 

The most spontaneous success he 
got, ‘however, was a love scene, in 
which the girl did not know beforehand 
that the chief incident of the scene 
was to be a kiss, and from her lover 
in real life.

MELLON ASSAILED 
BY PROH LEAGUE 


Washington, August 3.—With the 
avowed espurpose of inspiring “a wide- 
spread reyolt against the present cor- 
trol of prohibition under Andrew W. 
Mellon, secretary of the treasury.” the 
Law Enforcement League of Philadel- 
phia. has sent out an appeal to pro- 
hibition leaders throughout the coun-

The league announces in its letters 
that it wants to focus attention “on 
the deplorable lack of enforcement and 
seemingly unhampered perpetration of 
what appears to be a national scandal 
in the prohibition unit.” 

“We anticipate a strong demand 
will reach President Coolidge and ob- 
tain definite action that shall restore 
common sense and honesty in govern- 
ment,” it states. 

“The enforcement of the prohibition 
laws has become so farcical that the 
wets are using that tragic fact to con- 
vinee the public that a repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment would he the 
best thing for the country. The friends 
of prohibition seem to be unusually 
silent during the hostile activity of the 
enemies of a sober nation, and there 
seems to be no unity of plan or pur- 
pose to prevent the government from 
continuing its half-hearted enforcement 
of the Volstcead act. 

“The time has come for all the or- 
ganizations that have indorsed the 
prohibition movement to unite in pre- 
senting to the federal government a 
demand for successful Jaw enforce- 
ment. We propose that the national 
niministration concentrate all avail- 
able power in a demonstration of ils 
ability to enforce the Jaws of the land 
under the flag of the nation.”
